Pradesh  (Telangana  Area)  Abolition  of 
Act  29  of  inams  (Amendment)  Act,  1985  such  regie tra- 
1985-  tion  shall  and  shall  be  deemed  always  to 
have  been  null  and  void  and  no  effect 
shall  be  given  to  such  registration"* 
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
